Illinois. If, howover, there Is a temporary In

sufficiency of white labor for the sudden and
perhaps large requirements of a new wo an
abundance ot ''contrabands," trained to cottou
picking, can be had from the confiscated estates
of Arkansas, Tennessee, and Louisiana rebels,
If Illinois does not choose to relax her "blact
laws,'' and to let In this kind of labor, she has
only io wait a little longer, until It flows in
from the Atlantic States and from
Wherever wages aio offered, there labor will
be sure to come, and If Illinois wants a new
million of people to raise cotton, It Is a want
which the world will supply as soon as it 1

made known.
